suoceesful In their appeal to tbe local 
Board of Commlaaloners of Appeal. 
Tbere le an Increase In tbe number of 
sppeal osees carried tbls year to tbe 
8late Board.

Tbe Important aod far reach log effects 
of tbe Stale Board's decision# In caeee 
of disputed assessments on private 
property are due to tbe fact that a basis 
le established by eucb decisions for tbe 
ament of all tbe property adjoin¬ 
ing aod adjacent to that of a successful 
appellant. 

Tbe email Increase to tax valuetloos 
In this town last jear was not due so 
much to n lack of growth as to tbe fact 
tbat reductions In annsnamentn to tbe 
amount of several thousand dollars were 
made In localities where tbe Slate Board 
bad reduced the assessment of an appel¬ 
lant. 

From a general view of tbe situation. 

It appears but natural tbet where so 
aggrieved taxpayer carries ble oeee to 
tbe State Board end wine, ble neighbors 
expect end demand some benefit from 
tbe victory, and If they do not get It In 
tbe form of reduoed valuations, tbey 
too, resolve to go before tbe Stele Boerd 
Property-owners bere who beve ear 
rled tbelr caeee up from tbe looal Board 
of Appeals to tbe State Board bave In 
tbe main been cucceaaful, and tbls sue 
oeee ban attracted other property-own¬ 
ers, and stimulated them to try tbe same 
medium tor securing a reduction In tbe 
amount of tbelr taxes. One of tbe re¬ 
sults of these Banns—fid appeals to tbe 
higher body ben been followed by n 
steadily Increasing Indifference towards 
tbs views and opinions of tbs mem¬ 
bers of tbs local Board of Appeals, and 
tbat body la likely soon to become a 
non-entity In tbe matter of tax appeals. 

The mem b er s ef the Bute Board of 
Taxation should make them—Ives -fa¬ 
miliar with the general financial nondl- 
tlcas prevailing bare In Bloomfield be¬ 
fore arbitrarily ordering reductions In 
Individual property assessments. Tbe 
sum total to taxable valuations here 
oompared wllb Montelalr end Bast Or- 
age should be given consideration. 

Due consideration ebould also be given 
to tbe feet tbat tbe large amounts of 
tbe desirable local revenue go to tbe 
county treasury sad to tbe support of 
public schools. Wbeo proper conside¬ 
ration Is given to tbe limited sources of 
revenue bere In Bloomfield, sod to tbe 
two Items of expense to wblcb tbe larger 
portion of tbe revenue Is applied, It Is 
appareot tbat outside of tbe county sod 
acbool tax there Is but s meagre amo nt 
applicable for general towo purpoaes, 
and tbe reaaon tbat Bloomflel^-doea not 
bave eome of tbe up-to-date eoDvenl- 
eocea of neighboring towoa la almply 
because tbe town cannot afford them, 
aod It Is a laborious study to make both 
ends meet as It Is, with tbe limited 
means at bend. 

If the members of tbe Btate Boerd 
will familiarize themselves with tbe 
Unsocial situation bere It will et once be 
made apparent to them tbet tbelr policy 
of making raduetloos In assessments 
here simply confers a slight beoeflt upon 
an Individual, sod Increases tbe burdeo 
of tbe general body of taxpayers. 
Bloomfield, ee a whole. Is assessed end 
taxed to tbe limit, end to remove so 
atom of tbe burden from so Individual 
meant tbat It must be added to tbe gen¬ 
et el burden In eome other way. 

Tbe State Board la obarged wltb tbe 
demorei Isatloo of ease—men ta bere In 
1903 by maklog It Imperative upon tbe 
Boerd of Assessors to allow whole—le 
reductions In localities where tbe Stats 
Board ordered Individual reductions. Is 
that —me course to be rep—ted tbls 
year, end tbe tax rate forced up to an 
sice—Ive figure’ Mu eh depeode on the 
action taken next Wednesday.

Tbs retail liquor dealers In Ibis towo 
who eooflus tbsmeelves exclusively lo a 
business way to tbe sale of liquors, 
bear, aod other beverages necessary u> 
a saloon or hotel business are to a cer¬ 
tain extent opposed to be foroed Into 
competition wltb rivals In trade who 
combine tbe liquor and grocery business 
under one bead, aod who by reason of 
tbat comblnaUon have opportuoltl— 
for tbe sale of liquors tbat ealooo-me^ 
aod hotel-keepers do not have and can- 
sot get. Tbe Btate aod local aseocla 
tlona of saloon aod hotel men have 
given oonnlderabie attention to tbe 
question of tbe sale of llquora by 
grooers, and bave declared against It. 

Last y—r when tbe Town Council of 
tbls towo, without previous warnlog or 
lotlmatloc. aod apparently without aid 
suggestion or advl— by a unanimous 
vote refused lbs rsoswsl of i license to 
a combination grocery and liquor store 
tbs public wea^at first amazed aod then 
highly p l anned. OoogreluiaUooe were 
extended to tbs members of tbs anti 
saloon 1—gus, bat lbs congratulations 
warn declined — undeserved sad un¬ 
earned. Tbs aotl-eeloon league wss — 
much surprised — tbs general public 
aod to this day tba motives and In- 
flueooee tbat actuated tbo Connell's 
eetloo bsve re—elned a mystery. The 
thing happened wltb eucb spontaneity 
tbat one member of tbs Uosnoll who 
voted In the affirmative was not aware 
of wbat bad happened for —vsral dsye 
afterword. Tbs Council never look 
lbs public Into Us oonflJeaee lo tbat 
matter, end It b— never been shown 
tbat tbs public In gsosrsl wss st oil 
displeased over the affair, Id fact mem¬ 
bers of tbs Council received more con¬ 
gratulations of approval thee complaint* 
of disapproval over tbelr action. 

But tbe story of bow the llo-nse wa* 
voted down Is only about half as Inter¬ 
esting a« the story tbs Councllmen could 
tell of tbe great pireeure tbat wa* 
brought to bave tbe Council's action 
reconsidered. Tbe people who con¬ 
gratulated tbe Couucllmeo for tbe seep 
taken would doubly congratulate them 1 
If tbey but knew tbe Influences tbe I 
Council resisted In refusing to recon 
elder. 

4 bom« of tbe heaviest political aud 
legal Influences tbat could brought to 
bear upon members of tbs Council were 
exerted, but without effect. Tbe 
Oounollmeo stood like atone walls, both 
lo tbelr mysterious reticence over wbat 
they bed dons end tbelr steady refusal 
to reconsider. People who ere now 
carping about Counoilmanlo actions 
should reflect upon their attitude to- 
wards the Council In July 1903. Then 
It was, " bats off to the Counctlmeo.”
